“The automobile industry, 
which is of particular im- 
portance to National Steel 
Corporation, is showing a 
quicker recovery in our product

2 suspects freed 
in robbery probe 


A man and a woman who 
were held in the Granite City 
Jail Thursday as armed rob- 
bery suspects were released 
Thursday night as Granite City 
police said they did not have 
sufficient evidence to hold 
them. 

The two were being 
questioned about an armed 
robbery early Thursday at the 
home of Granite City Township 
Assessor Von Dee Cruse, 2329 
Edwards Sts during which 
more than $9,000 was taken. 
Three persons participated in 
that robbery. 

They also were being asked 
about an armed robbery in late 
December at a Granite City 
tavern. 

Granite City police did not 
disclose why they took the 
couple into custody, but did say 
descriptions given by the Cruse 
family of the robbers did aid 
them’ in determining suspects. 

Cruse said he was not asked to 
try and identify the suspects, 
since the two he saw well had 
been wearing ski masks, which 
would make it difficult to make 
a positive identification. 

Cruse explajned that $6,000 of 
the money the robbers-took was 
money he borréwed from First 
National Bank in Madison. 

He said he borrowed the 
money the day before each 
Granite City Steel payday so he 
could cash mill checks the next 
day at Jacobsmeyer’s Tavern, 
which he operates. 

Another $3,000 of the money 
was his and also was on hand to 
be used area to cash 
payiehecks. He as a result 
of the robbery, he has discon- 
tinued the practice of keeping 
large sums of cash for check 
cashing. “The ‘| 
Bank,’ is closed,” Cruse said, 

: 


referring to the tavern’s 
nickname. 

Cruse believes the three 
robbers who entered his home 
were aware of the amount of 
money he kept in the home, 
because after being given $3,000 
in a bank bag, one robber said, 
“That's not enough,” and 
demanded more money. He 
then was shown where the $6,000 
was kept. The gunman also said 
he thought Cruse kept about 
$19,000 in the house, but Cruse 
said he has not kept that much 
for years. 

The robbers also took Cruse’s 
wallet, containing about $55 
cash and a $20 check, and two 
rings, one being his wedding 
ring and another being a 
Masonic ring his father gave 
him which has a large diamond. 

Cruse was struck on the back 
of the head by one robber, 
suffering a small cut which was 
treated at St. EWzabeth 
Hospital. His wife, Lois, was 
struck several times, but was 
not seriously hurt. | 

Cruse’s son, Eric, 23, waS 

forced to lie on the floor, but 
was not hurt during the rob- 
bery. 
The victims said they were 
unable to relate too many 
details of the robbery. ‘It all 
happened so quick,” Cruse later 
said. 

Police were told one robber 
displayed a gun and entered 
when Eric answered a knock at 
the front door. Mrs. Cruse came 
in a few minutes later, and 
Cruse and a friend entered 
minutes after that. All were 
forced to lie on the floor. 

The other two robbers entered 
behind Cruse and his friend and 
the three participated in the 
robbery. The victims said they 


Cruse told the Press-Record, 
“T have a lot of confidence. in 
our police department: I feel 
they will catch the people who 
did this." 

He said he never has had the 
need to use the services of the 
police investigators before and 
commented, “I was very im: 
pressed with how much they 
know about who is active in 
what type of crime around here; 
I think they find them.” 

Granite City police said they 
do have some good clues and 
are continuing to investigate the 
Cruse robbery. They expressed 
confidence that an arrest will be 
made soon.

Tuition level could exclude 
able students, eductors say 


Administrators from two of 
this region’s community 
colleges feeding transfer 
students into Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville are 
not in favor of a tuition hike for 
the senior institution. A tuition 
increase for students at Illinois 
public universities has been 
recommended by the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education. 

Jefferson Ware, president of 
State Community College at 
East St. Louis, comments, ‘‘To 
the question of whether they 
should raise tuition, I say, 
‘No’ 

Thomas Juravich, vice- 
president for instructional 
services at Lewis and Clark 
Community College, Godfrey, 
says the position of the LCCC 
board is opposition to any 
tuition hikes at the state 
universities. 

Officials contend that the 
tuition burden being recom- 
mended for the Illinois state 
university system would fall 
overwhelmingly on students 
from low-income and middle- 
income families living in one of 
the state's highest cost-of-living 
areas, Many students attending 
SCC and LCCC come from low 
or middle-income families. 

Ware said he thinks 
education has a priority over 
other services provided by the 
state, and it is this priority 
that justifies increased 
amounts of educational 
support. 

“The more you give to 
education, the less amount you 
have to.give to welfare,” Ware 
said, ‘Money given to welfare is 
almost unproductive; education 
is productive,” he asserted 

Ware went on to say that 
education must be for everyone, 
not just for the few 

“If you tack a price on 
education and that price con- 
tinually goes up, then you 
eliminate the vast majority of 
the people in this country who 
could benefit by it,"" Ware said. 

“Intelligence is not a 
monopoly for people with 
money or people with power; 
it’s inherent in the individual. 
That individual may come 
from the very poorest or from 
the very wealthiest family. 

“You just have to allow 
people, all people, the 
availability of good educational 
institutions from the first grade 
right until they decide to quit 
going to school,”’ Ware said. 

He went on to say that this 
might not be until they are 85 or 
90 years old. 

Ware feels that all the layers 
of time designated in the 
educational process are 
meaningless. 

“A person starts to school and 
he should quit learning when he 
dies. Higher tuition would ex- 
clude many older people from 
the learning process,’ Ware 
feels.

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Both administrators admitted 
that if SIUE would increase 
tuition, it would not pose any 
hardships on their own 
students. However, it could pose 
problems for their graduates 
wishing to further their 
education at the senior in- 
stitution, they said. 

Approximately 75 per cent of 
the students attending SCC 
receive some type of financial 
aid, Ware said. 

According to Juravich, the 
percentage receiving aid at 
LCCC is more like 65 per cent. 
But Juravich says that figure 
may be low. 

If SIUE should raise its 
tuition, it might not make a 
difference to those students, 
provided they could get the 
same kind of support when they 
transferred to SIUE. But for 
students who are marginal, 
Ware said, they would be unable 
to go beyond the two-year 
associate degree, and it might 
make some marginal who are 
not receiving aid now. 

“The premise on which SIUE 
was founded was to provide 
economical, quality educational 
training for the people in this 
region. If you continually raise 
tuition, then you'll get to the 


point where you are not serving 
the people. You, will be serving 
those who could afford to go to 
SIUE. That means the 
wealthy,” Ware said. 

“] don’t think education 
should be for the elite only. I 
think it should be for everybody. 

“The more you raise tuition, 
the fewer people you have. You 
are not serving the community 
which you are supposed to be 
serving,” Ware emphasized. 

Educators have found that 
raised tuition, even when 
mitigated by state aid, is a 
significant deterrent to low- 
income students seeking higher 
education. 

‘Studies have shown that for 
every $100 of tuition increase, 

there is a two per cent drop-in 
college enrollment from 
families earning $7,500 to 
$15,000 per year. ‘ 

Ware feels that state in- 
stitutions should not be forced 
into a position of raising tuition 
to the extent that they rule out 
state citizens. ‘“‘And that's 
exactly what they are doing. 

“By raising the tuition, taxes 
from everyone will be used to 
educate the few. Not the 
masses, not the average person, 
and I think that’s wrong,” Ware 
concluded.

Private schools tax exempt 
if desegregated, IRS rules 


The Internal Revénue Service 
has issued a ruling recognizing 
the tax-exempt status of an 
Illinois private school that has 
announced a racially non- 
discriminatory policy in ad- 
mission of students to all ac- 
tivities of the school, Ira S. 
Loeb, district director of 
Internal Revenue, said last 
week. The school is the Beltline 
Baptist Christian School, 310 
Oakwood, Alton. 

The ruling has been issued 
under the statement of position 
announced by the IRS on July 
1970, concerning the tax 
exempt status of private 
schools. In that statement the 
IRS concluded that it could no 
longer fegally —justify 
recognizing exempt status to 
private schools that practice 
racial discrimination. Nor can 
it allow gifts to such schools to 
be treated as_ charitable 
deductions for income tax 
purposes. The IRS position is 
applicable to all private schools 
throughout the United States. 

The Beltline Baptist Christian 
School publicized its racially 
nondiscriminatory admissions 
poliey in a local newspaper on 
Nov. 15, 1975. Where a school 
has publicly announced a 
racially nondiscriminatory 
policy, Lieb explained that for 
purposes of issuing a ruling the 
TRS will assume that such a 
policy has been adopted and will 
be maintained in good faith. 
This is in accord with normal 
IRS procedures. in processing 
requests for rulings based on 
future activities. 

Loeb stressed that the IRS 
maintains a vigorous program 
of auditing tax exempt 
organizations. Examinations of 
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private schools will take into 
account any complaints from 
the public or information from 
other sources that would in- 
dicate noncompliance with 
assurances made by the schools 
tothe IRS. __ 

If an examination indicates 
that a school has not ai 
ministered its non- 
discriminatory policy in good 
faith, the tax exempt status of 
the school will be challenged. 

Should an existing ruling to a 
private school be revoked as a 
result of a challenge, Loeb said 
that persons contributing to the 
school will be allowed to deduct 
contributions made before the 
date of the IRS notice of with- 
drawal of advance assurance of 
deductibility. 

However, this assurance of 
deductibility of prior con- 
tributions does not extend to 
persons wh&, know of or are 
responsible fer activities that 
result in disqualification of the 
organization. This follows the 
usual IRS rules and procedures 
‘on contributions.

High year-end inventories of 
gasoline and heating oil should 
ensure adequate supplies 
during the remainder of the 
winter, even if the weather 
should turn severely cold, 
Amoco Oil Company said last 
week in Chicago. 

President Walter R. Peirson 


-attributed the inventory buildup 


to a combination of un- 
seasonably mild early-winter 
weather, a shower-than- 
expected economic recovery 
and higher 1975. refinery runs. 

Amoco’s year-end distillate 
inventories totaled 24.5 million 
barrels, about 1.9 million 
barrels above the same period a 
year ago. 

Gasoline inventories at year- 
end were 24,3 million barrels, 
slightly higher than 1974 end-of- 
the-year levels. 

Refinery runs during the past 
year averaged 975,000 barrels 
daily, compared to 935,000 
barrels per day in ,1974. Last 
June, Amoco set an all-time 
daily crude-processing record 
of 1,133,000 barrels as it built up 
gasoline stocks for the summer 
vacation season. 

Peirson said a normal cut- 
back in refinery crude runs — 
about 3% per cent of capacity — 
was made in early December 
when production began to ex- 
ceed the company’s storage 
capabilities, He said further 
cutbacks may be necessary if 
the low demand continues. 

“The combined gasoline and 
distillate inventories put our 
system at the usable maximum 
level,” he said, adding that the 
Chicago-based company had to 
rent outside storage to contain 
the higher-than-normal stocks. 

Peirson emphasized that 
because Amoco's crude. oil 
inventories also are high — 22 
million barrels at year-end — 
and because standby refining 
capacity is available, the 
company could significantly 
boost distillate production if the 
need should arise.

A 1976 budget of $2,272,655, a 
decrease of $306,640 below last 
year’s appropriations, was 
approved by the East Side 
Levee and Sanitary District 
board of trustees in a meeting at 
East St. Louis last week. 

The new budget which will be 
Placed on file for public in- 
spection for, 30 days includes 
$1,345,000 in the general fund, a 
reduction of $165,000 below last 
year’s general fund ap- 
* propriations totaling $1,510,000 

The general fund. budget 
includes $600,000 for project 
expenditures, down $25,000; 
$60,000 for engineering pur- 
Poses, up $25,000; $450,000 for 
general maintenance, down 
$200,000, and $235,000 for ad- 
ministration, yp $35,000. 

The appropriation for 
payment.of bond principal and 


interest was set at $732,655, a 
decrease of $147,640 below the

January hearing on license revocation 


A hearing at Springfield by 
the Illinois State Liquor Control 
Commission on the appeal of an 
order revoking the liquor 
license of Ricco’s II, 3675 
Nameoki Road, is expected to 
be held the latter part of this 
month, City Attorney George 
Filcoff told the Granite City 
Council last week. 

Filcoff, who represented the 
city at a hearing which resulted 
in an order by Mayor Paul 
Schuler revoking the license, 
outlined procedures of the 
appeal action following 
presentation to the council of a 
letter sent to the mayor by 
attorneys for operators of 
Ricco’s II, and a copy of the 
appeals bill 
Illinois State Liquor Control 
Commission, 

Council members voted to 
place both communications on 
file after brief discussion of the 
letter which explained actions 
taken by the tavern operators to 
meet objections by city officials 
to a series of disturbances, 
thefts and other occurrences at 
the tavern. 

The hearing by Mayor 
Schuler on revocation of the 
license followed a fatal shooting 
and a stabbing at the tavern on 
Dec. 8. 

The letter sent to Mayor 
Schuler, signed by John D. 
Bauman, Belleville attorney for 
Ricco’s II, said: 

“Following up our hearing of 
last ‘Monday on the suspension 
of liquor license of Ricco II, I 
felt that it might be of interest to 
you and perhaps the City 
Council that the management of 
Ricco II is deeply concerned 
about recent events that have 
taken place on or about their 
premises and consequently, are 
making a conscientious effort to 
prevent a reoccurrence, as well 
as prevent other activities 
which you and the council may 
not deem in the best interest of 
the citizens of Granite: City. 

“As we discussed and 
presented in evidence at the 
hearing before you, the 
manager of Ricco II have a very 
substantial financial — in- 
vestment in the establishment 
which benefits the city and, of 
course, which they stand to lose 
in the event they are not allowed 
to remain open. 

“Following discussion with 
you and with the chief of 
detectives, the following steps 
have been taken in an attempt 
to prevent a reoccurrence of 
undesirable activities as well as

“Two of the alleged 
troublemaking employes of 
Ricco II have been discharged. 

“A new manager has been 
employed to replace the old 
manager.

“A lengthy meeting with all 
employes has been held in- 
structing them with respect to 
the conduct of themselves as 
well as customers.

Alderman Frank Greenwald 
of the Second Ward commented, 
““What is unfortunate about this 


is that they (the management) 
should have done all this before 
the trouble started.”

were there because they were 
involved in spirited side betting, 
one of the illegal aspects of the 
fight which led to the arrest of 
both participants after the 
match had ended.

WHAT PROMPTED two men 
to stage such a fight in the first 
place?

Pastime Athletic=Club in St. 
Louis brought Frank Crosby 
down from Milwaukee to serve 
as trainer for club fighters in 
1692. 

Crosby had a fine reputation 
as a trainer and, in addition, 
was a lightweight of con- 
siderable merit. 

He had not been at Pastime 
long before its owners began 
casting about for an opponent 
for Crosby in hopes of in- 
creasing the club’s prestige. 

To Crosby’s backers, Sharpe 
was the logical selection. Harry 
had won the Missouri light- 
weight‘titte two years earlier. If 
he could be persuaded to defend 
his crown against Crosby, the

in gaining the attention it was 
seeking. Pastime represen- 
tatives contacted Sharpe’s 
manager, Frank Daley, who 
agreed to~a title match, the 
purse to be $500, winner take all. 

The articles of agreement 
were drawn up in St. Louis in 
November of 1893, and provided 
for a fight to the finish with 
three-ounce gloves under the 
Marquis of Queensberry rules. 

The fighters were to box 
three-minute rounds and rest 
one minute, and the fight would 
end only if one of the par- 
ticipants was knocked out or 
could not continue. 

Rules for the Nameoki fight 
differed from the old London 
Prize Ring system which guided 


so many bare knuckle brawis in 
the late 1800s. 

The London rules held that a 
round was completed when one 
of the fighters was knocked 
down, fell, was thrown to the 
ground by his opponent or 
simply got tired and dropped to 
one knee. 

Strictly speaking, the Sharpe- 
Crosby fight agreement was not 
a bare knuckle pact, but the 
three-ounce’ gloves were little 
more than a thin covering of the 
hands, offering little protection 
to kpuckles—or the opponent's 
head and body. / 

The state lightweight title 
bout was scheduled in St. Louis 
on Jan. 31, 1893. Both fighters 
trained diligently during the 
two months between signing 
and fight date. 

They worked out daily in St. 
Louis gyms, being careful to 
avoid one another and also 
doing outside roadwork as often 
as the weather would allow. 

About a week’before the fight, 
both began to put more em- 
phasis on boxing and timing, 
wearing heavy training shoes 
on the theory that they would 
increase speed when traded for 
regular ring footwear. 

Both boys were anxious to be 
in top condition—a boxer who 
signed for a “finish fight” had 
to be in condition or he usually 
backed out. 

The articles of agreement 
took into account such a cir- 
cumstance: they provided for 
the forfeit of $150 by the corner 
of the fighter who failed to scale 
at 133 pounds the day of the 
match, 

The appointed date arrived. 
Both men hit the required 
weight on the nose, and both 
appeared in top physical con- 
dition.

St. Louis, but before the fighters 
‘could begin police stepped: in 

the proceedings, 
who @lready had bets made as 
to the outcome. 

Most of the bets stayed down, 
however, since Al Spinks of the 
Pastime AC soon made 
arrangements to have the 
match staged in Nameoki, a 
thriving little Illinois com- 
munity not far from St. Louis, 
noted for its production of fine 
potato crops and easily reached 
by rail. 

The fight was now scheduled 
to take place out-of-doors “in 
Johnson Park, Which lay within 
a stone's throw of the Nameoki 
railroad station. 

Considerable interest in the 
fight had been aroused when it 
was first scheduled. When word 
of its new location got around, 
train reservations began to pick 
upas far north as Decatur. Cars 
and whole trains were char- 
tered, all with Nameoki, Ill., as 
their destination. 

IT SNOWED EVERY DAY 
during the. first week of 
February, 1893. * 

When Sharpe and Crosby 
reached Nameoki the day of the 
fight, they found that a dance 
floor had been roped off to form 
a ring in the center of a picnic 
grove. 

Workmen, were scooping and 
sweeping snow off the boards, 
anda crowd which later swelled 
to an estimated 1000 persons 
was beginning to gather. 

Most were arriving by train. 
They stomped and milled 
around ue ring, trying to keep 
warm, 

It was a miserable afternoon, 
cold and dark, with a light mist 
falling. 

Crosby and Sharpe, 
barechested but clad in the 
skintight, ankle-length togs of 
the fight profession, entered the 
ring and immediately threw 
blankets about their shoulders 
as protection from the damp 
cold. 

As was the usual case in such 
fights, the referee was selected 
at random from among the on- 
lookers, That unhappy lot on 
this particular occasion fell to 
one George Garnett. 

Mr. Garnett, by no means a 
professional referee, was not to 
be around to see the fight finish. 

He got the bout under way by 
calling the opponents to the 
center of the ring and telling 
them: ‘Boys, be fair.” 

Crosby, the better boxer of 
the two by Sharpe's own ad- 
mission, skinned the left side of 
Sharpe's body from ears to 
waist in the first 10 rounds, and 
his pre-fight 8-to-5 odds looked 
good at that point. 

Sharpe had trouble avoiding 
his opponent's quick left hand, 
and Crosby rewarded: his 
backers by drawing first blood. 

Other side bets had been 
made among the spectators as 
to who would score the first 
knockdown. Sharpe's  sup- 
porters collected on this one 
and, after the 30th round, 
Sharpe was able to avoid 
Crosby's left now and then and 
do some damage of his own. 

By the 40th round the odds at 
ringside were even. The light 
mist had changed to sleet and 
then to snow. 

The beating Sharpe had taken 
early in the fight began to show. 
His left eye was-swollen shut 
and the right was closing fast. 

Aman named Daley, between 
rounds, slit Sharpe's right 
eyelid and drew off enough 
blood to give Harry at least 
partial vision. 

Darkness fell and Dr. Ed 
Rode, one of those close at 
ringside, helped round up 
lanterns and torches so that the 
fight might continue. 

Referee Garnett, having a 
hard time keeping warm in the 
chilly ring, began to imbibe in 
liquid refreshment provided by 
a few cronies behind the ropes— 
between rounds, of course. 

‘The trampled mud around the 
dance floor began to freeze, and 
a good many of the spectators 
returned to the relative warmth 
of the railroad cars. 

Fifty rounds went by. The 
fighters were dead tired but still 
game. They had enough 
remaining energy to cuff one 
another as clinches were 
broken, and brought into play 
all the underhanded tricks 
which were quite legal before 
the turn of the century. 

Garnett did not seem to mind, 
either, at this point. Some said 
he appeared more interested in 
the between-rounds stimulant. 

Crosby's legs began to go. 
Sharpe sented, this, and had 
said before the fight that if it

lasted past the 30th round he felt 
his chances of winning would be 


“greatly increased: 


Crosby’s seconds, headed by 
a cocky little English mid- 
dleweight by the name of Tom 
Kelley, apparently saw it too. 

Sharpe charged Crosby’s 
corner at the opening of a round 
in an attempt to catch the 
Milwaukean off guard, and was 
greeted with a faceful of water 
thrown from a bucket wiedled 
by Kelley—followed . by 
Crosby's: left hand, which had 
lost most of its sting by this 
time. » % 

Neither fighter’s blows 
seemed to have any effect, since 
both men were weaker and a 
combination of so many pun- 
el and the cold air had 
num! their faces. 

Another Sharpe charge went 
astray, and a fellow among the 
300 brave souls still on hand, 
complaining that Harry had 
punched him in the stomach, 
filled Sharpe's tender eyes with 
a well-directed stream of 
tobacco juice. 

As the 65th round began, 
Referee Garnett, more than a 4 
little tipsy from his numerous #, 
trips to the whisky jug, rolled’ ¢ 
out of the ring and called it 
quits. ¥ 

Crosby and Sharpe fought 
on—without any supervision. 

THE BEGINNING OF THE | 
END for Crosby came near the | 
conclusion of the 76th round, 
with over five hours having 
elapsed since the fight had 
commenced. 

The two fighters clinched and, 
partly from exhaustion, fell to 
the freezing .wooden floor 
together. Crosby had, the 
misfortune to land on the bot- 
tom, striking his head. . 

He was not ready when the 
77th round began and stood in 
his corner half-dazed, unable to 
lift his arms. , 

Sharpe, no man to pass up 
such an opportunity, mustered 
his remaining strength 
dogtrotted to the opposite 
corner and landed a solid right 
on Crosby's exposed jaw. 

Frank fell forward to his 
knees, and Sharpe knocked him 
out with another right hand 
punch. ’ 

BOTH MEN “HAD AB- 
SORBED a terrible beating, 
hardly worth the $500 purse and 
most assuredly not worth the 
two weeks each — spent 
recovering in bed—or the 11- 
month jail terms dished out by 
authorities who arrested both 
fighters after they had 
recuperated. 

Oddly enough, Harry Sharpe 
later helped draw up the first 
boxing code when fighting 
became legal in Missouri. 

He remained a familiar figure 
in the ring for another half 
dozen years, and then turned his 
talents to the refereeing of both 
boxing and wrestling events at 
the old West End Club in St. 
Louis. 

He also served as a judge and 
referee in the’ Allied 
Expeditionary Forces and 
Inter-Allied championships in 
Paris in 1919. 

A native of Canada, he 
returned after the war to St. 
Louis, where he refereed 
wrestling exclusively. He was 
assaulted and injured by a mob 
following an unpopular decision 
in St. Louis'in 1930,’and sued 
promoter Tom Packs for 
$25,000. But he lost the case. * 

SHARPE RETURNED TO 
NAMEOKL and the Scene of the 
fight in 1939. Those who were 
present, including some wit- 
nesses to the fight, say that 
there were tears in the old 
gentleman's eyes as he recalled 
the occasion of 46 years 
previously. 

He sustained other injuries in 
a 1940 automobile accident and 
gave up his activities to become 
an insurance broker. He died of 
infirmities on April 13, 1949, at 
the age of 78. 

Nothing more is recorded of 
Frank Crosby after the 
Naméeoki fight. It was reported 
that he returned to Milwaukee 
and died at an early age. 

If the two bare knuckle 
pugilists could return to the 
scene of their strange meeting 
today, they would scarcely 
recognize. the site. t 

A trailer court and con- 
struction buildings have in; 
fringed upon the grove of trees - 
which once stood there, almost 
crowding out? a tall’ wooden 
marker which reads: 

“The longest fight ever to-go 
to a knock’ out (Queensberry 
rules), Harry Sharpe. .KO'd 
Frank Crosby in the 77th round 
(5 hours, 5 minutes), Nameoki, 
Feb..5, 1893.” -

Hagnauer, who succeeded 
Lawrence’ Roos as Gateway 
Council chairman, heads the bi- 
state metropolitan area’s 
central planning agency and the 
recognized ‘‘council of 
governments.”" 

“In cértain cases,’’ he 
commented, ‘‘the need for 
planning and action is being 
heightened by the fact that new 
federal regulations require 
action at the regional level. 

“In the air quality field, for 
example, the Gateway Council 
is now helping Missouri 
authorities to develop a 
Transportation Control Plan to 
regulate automobile use: and 
resulting pollution in the St. 
Louis: region. 

“The original deadline for 
this plan was last Gct. 31 but has 
been set back to the end of 
January. : 

“The consequences of traffic 
contro! for anti-pollution pur- 
poses will obviously have a 
variety of effects on St. Louis as 
a place for working and doing 
business. 

“And the business community 
is also likely to become directly 
involved in another way; large 
employers may be required to. 
organize car-pooling- systems 
for their workers as one means 


of reducing auto traffic during 


peak hours. 


“In the field of water quality, 
the Gateway Council is laying 
the groundwork for the 
federally-mandated Water 
Quality Management Program 
designed to find ways of 
eliminating pollution from all 
waterways in the region.

“The results ofthis study will 
interest businessmen, because 
they provide information about 
how tax dollars — including 
business tax dollars are 
sometimes wasted as a con- 
sequence of uncorrected 
housing problems. 

“The economic vitality of 
Greater St. Louis in 1976 and the 
years to follow will depend not 
only upon the efforts of the 
business community, but upon 
work being done in the public 
sector as well.

Credit rules ban 
sex discrimination 


New regulations published by 
the Federal Reserve System 
forbid discrimination by 
creditors on the basis of sex or 
marital status. 

The Equal Credit Opportunity 
Act will not be fully ‘im- 
plemented until Feb. 1, 1977, but 
the key provisions prohibiting 
discriminatory practices are 
already in effect. 

According to the Illinois State 
Bar Association, the new 
regulations have two major 
features: sex or marital status 
may not be used in determining 
credit worthiness; and, upon 
request, an applicant must be 
given the reasons when credit is 
denied or terminated. 

The regulations cover all 
businesses that regularly ex- 
tend credit, including banks, 
finance companies, department 
stores and credit card issuers. 

Under the new regulations, 
creditors may not inquire into 
birth control practices or

childbearing intentions of an 
applicant, or assume by an 
applicant's age that she or her 
spouse may drop out of the 
labor force due to childbearing. 

Part-time income may not be 
discounted by a creditor, 
although the creditor may 
examine the probable con- 
tinuity of the applicant's job. 

Questidns concerning 
alimony, child support and 
maintenance payments may 
still be asked of either a spouse 
making such payments or a 
spouse receiving them. An 
applicant who is receiving such 
payments must answer these 
questions if the paymenjs are 
being relied upon to obtain the 
credit and to repay the debt. 

Creditors may determine 
their own methods for notifying 
applicants of the reasons credit 
is denied or terminated. The 
notification may be given either 
in written form or orally. 

The ISBA notes that the new 
regulations make it optional for 
an applicant to designate a title, 
such as Mr., Mrs., Ms. or Miss, 
on a credit application. 

Creditors may not prohibit an 
applicant from opening or 
maintaining an account in a 
birth-given first name and 
surname. 

But in the case of an applicant 
for credit relying on the credit- 
worthiness of the non-applicant 
spouse, the creditor may seek 
information on both parties to 
consider whether to extend 
credit.

Most Illinois Bell customers 
in Granite City soon will have 
the most modern. equipment 
available in the Bell system, 
according to Ken Evers, 
Granite City manager of Illinois 
Bell. Illinois Bell ended it first 
year of operation in the Quad- 
Cities on Jan. 3. 

Evers said that Jan. 17 has 
been set to place into service the 
city’s Electronic Switching 
System (ESS) which will serve 
all business and residente 
customers whose telephone 
numbers begin with 451, 452, 
876, and 877. He said about 
16,500 customers are included in 
the service improvement. 

Looking back over the first 
year, Evers indicated that it has 
been a year of growth for the 
city and Illinois Bell. The’ 
company noted a net gain of 
2,000 telephones, bringing the 
number of telephones in service 
here to 42,200. 

Contributing ‘significantly to 
the economy of the area, the 
Bell Systém jn 1975 spent a total 
of $1,964,334 ‘in Granite City for 
wages, purchases and other 
payments. 

‘As the company looks for- 
ward to the March birthday /of 
the invention of the telephone, 
long distance calls from Granite 
City and other communities in 
the 618 Area Code region will be 
switching through the new 
Illinois. Bell-AT&T Long Lines 
Switching Center which went 
into operation in Collinsville 
last fall. 

This multi-million dollar 
equipment facility was the end 
product of work of the Bell 
System partners — Illinois Bell, 
AT&T Long Lines, Western 
Electric and Bell Laboratories, 
Evers said. 

Statewide, one of the big 
customer improvements in 1975 
was the continuing expansion of 
Electronic Switching Systems 
such as the one in Granite City. 
Ten new ESS units —- nine of 
them replacing older electro- 
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mechanical offices were 
placed into service across ‘the 
state. this year. About 725,000 
customer lines throughout the 
state are equipped with ESS. 

‘The money for service im- 
provements like ESS came 
from a total construction budget 
of $443.2 million, up $13.4 million 
from. 1974. This marked the 
sixth straight year the company 
spent more than $1 million daily 
to insure good telephone ser- 


vice. 

The Telephone Pioneers of 
America, an employe. com- 
munity ‘service organization, 
was aetive in Granite City and 
the surrounding area this year. 
Their 1975 projects included 
delivering more than 25 radios 
to handicapped and. blind 
persons in the area to listen to 
WMRY’s talking books station’, 
participation in the Old News 
Boys day collecting $225 for a 
children’s hospital, donation of 
money to the Empty Stocking 
fund in Belleville and mage lock 
and hinge sets to be used in 
physical therapy by area 
children. 

In 1975, Illinois Bell also: 

Opened its 42nd directory 
assistance office in May. This 
was the first office designed to 
provide operators access to 
telephone numbers by 
microfilm, 

Began serving customers 
from the Bell System's 100th 
Traffic Service Position System 
(TSPS) office which opened in 
Waukegan. Customers know 
TSPS as ‘‘Zero Plus” .calling 
which enables them to make 
direct dial calls formerly dialed 
by an operator. 


Assisted four more com- 
munities in the adoption of the

number. 

For business customers, 
Illinois Bell introduced several 
new telephone products.

guidelines for the Capital 
Development Board. 

“It was the feeling of the EEO 
group that the Madison com- 
munity unit district was 
progressing and doing all that is 
possible to fulfill the 
desegregation guidelines of the 
state at this time,” John 
Palcheff, superintendent of 
schools, said Friday. 

“We sent a letter to Fred 
Nunn, educational specialist 
and EEO director, as a followup 
to the apparent conclusions of 
the EEO visitation group,” 
Supt. Palcheff added. 

Under — present _ State 
Education Board desegregation 
guidelines, a district is listed in 
nonconformance with the rules 
if any of its schools fail to 
reflect, within 15 per cent, the 
minority racial composition of 
students and staff of all the 
others of the district's schools. 

“We were told that the team 
would make a recommendation 
not to interfere, as we were 
doing everything possible in 
desegregating our schools,” the 
superintendent said in recalling 
the December meeting. 

“During the past three years, 
we have been working with and 
through the EEO programs of 
the National College of 
Education in Evanston, Ill., and 
have begn-able to learn and put 
into practice techniques and 
strategies devised to help 
districts that have had 
problems associated with 
desegregating their sch 

“We have sent mii 
members of the community, 
students, teachers, ad- 
ministrators and board 
members over the past two 
years to EEO workshops in 
Chicago. 

“We have followed 
suggestions and formed a 
Citizens Advisory Committee, 
Ministers Advisory Council and 
Student Advisory Committee,” 
Palcheff continued. 

“We are using these groups, 
and plan to utilize them in 
developing educational 
specifications for our new 
middle school (sixth, seventh 
and eighth grades). 

“alteration of our 
desegregation plans at this time 
would jeopardize the positive 
kind of efforts that have been 
made in the last three years to 
eliminate the negative factors 
causing racial tensions. 

“We have asked the Illinois 
State Board of Education not to 
intervene at this time in our 
integration plans —_and 
procedures until the 1977-78 
year, if necessary then,” Supt. 
Palcheff sAid. 

“We will discuss this at our 
board meeting Thursday night 
and take whatever steps are 
deemed necessary to comply 
with the new rules before the 
State Board of Education meets 
on Feb. 12. I am sure we will 
work everything out to, the 
state’s satisfaction.” 

Teams also were sent in 
December to 40 other school 
districts in the state to review 
desegregation plans and ac- 
complishments. 

Madison was among 13 
Central and Southern Illinois 
school districts which the staff 
report said must submit 
desegregation plans to comply 
with state guidelines. 

The staff report, released at 
meeting of the State Board of 
Education in Springfield 
Thursday, also listed the Alton 
and East St. Louis districts as 
having desegregation problems 
which will need correction 
before thé districts can be 
considered in compliance with 


. the state guidelines. 


The Granite City school 
district was among eight 
Central and Southern Illinois 
districts whieh the report said 
had submitted acceptable 
desegregation plans: 

State School Superintendent 
Joseph Cronin urged the state 
board to take steps to further 
desegregation efforts in 
districts still not in full 
‘compliance. 

A school district which 
consistently fails to adopt ac- 
éeptable desegregation plans 
could lese its state and federal 
aid, according to Royce Derk, 
director. of the Equal 
Educational Opportunity 
section of the education office.

to invest substantial capital in 
facilities to meet environmental 
requirements. 

“At Granite City Steel, we are 
constructing two emission 
control systems for capturing 
contaminants when finished 
coke is pushed from an oven 
into the air. 

“National produces welded 
tubular steel products at its Bull 
Moose Tube Co. plant at Gerald, 
Mo. 

“We will obtain further 
product diversification in 
tubular steel products with the 
opening in April of the. National 
Pipe and Tube Co. plant, which 
will produce oil tubular goods at 
Liberty, Tex. 

“Granite City Steel, as well as 
other divisions of National 
Steel, has begun an aggressive 
energy conservation program 
in all operating departments. 

“We are initiating measures 
to conserve fuel oil, natural gas, 
electrical power and gasoline in 
the various processes involved 
in producing iron and steel and 
manufacturing flat-rolled steel 
products," Love noted. 

“Increased demand for steel 
late last year encourages us at 
Granite City Steel to look for 
improvement this year. 

“With this in mind, we have 
blown in a second blast furnace 
in anticipation of at least a 15 
per cent increase in steel in- 
dustry shipments.” 

Reviewing the past 12 mon- 
ths, Love recalled that “the 
domestic steel industry was hit 
last year by recession and 
drastic inventory reduction. 

“‘Manufacturers and other 
steel users cut back operations. 
‘They also used to the maximum 
extent possible their record 
inventories of steel. 
““Customer inventories are 
now down to the lowest level in 
years. 

“Steel industry shipments for 
1975 will be about 81,000,000 
tons. This is well below the 
109,500,000 shipped in 1974 and 
the record 111,400,000 tons 
shipped in 1973 

“Lower volume always 
means lower profits in the steel 
industry. 

“In 1975, the problem was 
compounded by the after- 
effects of price controls. 

“The Oct. 1 price increases 
fell far short of compensating 
for escalating costs of raw 
materials and energy. 

“By the third quarter of 1975, 

steel industry profits had all but 
disappeared. 
“It was not until the fourth 
quarter that we began to see a 
pick-up in orders, although the 
impact on shipments will not be 
felt until the first quarter of 
1976. 

“Each recession 
have its own 
characteristic. 

“The 1973-1975 recession, the 
deepest and longest for the 
postwar period, was not only 
characterized by un- 
precedented inventory 
reduction but by ‘its inability to 
cure the inflation problem. 

“While the imbalances 
caused by inflation have per- 
meated the total economy, the 
industrial commodities such as 
steel have suffered the major 
brunt of the inventory reduction 
cycle in its cumulative effect. 

“Steel consumers reduced not 
only steel inventories, but in- 
process and finished goods 
inventories to below normal 
levels because of liquidity 
problems — as well as the lack 
of confidence in the ability of 
the economy to recover. 

“In our opinion, the inventory 
cycle has been largely con- 
pleted. Inflation is still with us, 
but to a lesser degree.

The purpose of the intensive 
care unit at St. Elizabeth 
hospital is to provide and 
maintain a-specialized clinical 
area, organized and operated to 
provide high-level nursing care 
for patients according to Sister 
Mary Michael MeCulla, nursing 
service administrator and 
former head of the intensive 
care unit at St. Elizabeths. 

Sister Mary Michael spoke to

The concept of an intensive 

_care unit originated in 1950 for 
treating heart problenis. 

At one time, the Sister 
related, 75 per cent of people 
with heart attacks in the United 
States died before they got to 
the hospital, and of | the 
remaining 25 per cent left, 
three-fourths of those died at 
the hospital, 

With monitoring equipment 
and special nursing training 
ICU nurses receive, they 
frequently are able to detect 
and resolye a serious problem. 

“Nurses in an ICU unit have 
to be a very special type 6f 
person, in addition to having 
special training. Every patient 
is a potential crisis situation 
and it takes a nurse with a lot of 
personal self confidence and 
capabilities to work in the unit. 
An ICU nurse must be able to 
recognize and initiate life 
saving techniques in a matter of 
seconds,’ the Sister em- 
phasized. 

“An ICU unit is equipped with 
some very expensive equip- 
ment, but once you save a 
person’s life with that equip- 
ment, you can’t compare the 
cost of a machine with a per- 
son's life,” she said.

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Defends Reagan plan to 
refund money to states

Ronald Reagan’s proposal to 
turn back $90 billion to the 
states was not balmy, says Rep. 
Philip M. Crane, his. Illinois 

campaign manager. 

But then, neither was George 
McGovern’s scheme to give 
everyone a thousand dollars, 
adds the conservative Illinois 
congressman who recently 
found himself in the unusual 
situation of defending both a 
far-right Republican and a way- 
left Democrat. ; 

Interviewed on mutual 
broadcasting system’s 
‘Reporters’ Roundup,” Crane 
was asked if both Reagan’s-and 
McGovern’s plans were “so 
impractical as to be almost 
comic.” 

“No, I don’t think they are, 
and I’m not even sure that 
George McGovern’s proposal 
was comic,” said Crane, 
volunteering that the public so 
perceived it. 

Crane made the point that 
President Nixon’s family 
assistance plan had a 
guaranteed income. 

“Frankly, he says, “I was 
surprised that the Democrats 
let Republicans get away with 
clobbering McGovern with that 
guaranteed-income __ proposal 
when, in fact, the 
guaranteed-income idea had 
come from the Republican 
incumbent.” 

Crane has probably laid out 
Reagan's $90 billion scheme 
better than the former 
California governor has him- 
self. He views Reagan's 
treatment as a “broad, brush- 
stroke policy” and doubts that 
he will try to spell it out. 

“This would require a 
working relationship between 
Congress and the President to 
implement it anyway, and I 
don’t think it requires spelling 
out the particulars.” 

Crane thinks Reagan 
proposal — $90 billion refund, 23 
per cent tax cut, and §5 billion 


initial, 


surplus to help retire the 
national debt — is intended to 
make Congress and, voters 
aware “that we must return 
control over our destinies in as 
many areas as possible to the 
local level and keep the money 
at home rather than let it be 
processed here...” 

What Reagat proposes 
basically is this, says Crane: 

Washington would retain 
programs such as_ social 
security, medicare, medicaid, 
defense and justice while 
devising a means of “turning 
the power and the substance 
back to local levels of govern- 
ment and to the people them- 
selves to make the deter- 
mination (of) how many of the 
other programs they want to 
continue in their own interest, 
and to give them the 
wherewithal “the money 
back — so that they can spend 
that money as they see fit.” 

Crane says the program 
“would take years’’ to 
implement. But given an eight- 


year incumbency in the White 
House such as he had as 
governor of California, when he 
got 70 per cent of his welfare 
reforms through a Democrati¢ 
legislature, Reagan ‘‘could 
begin the process. . .” 

“What the governor managed 
to do in California successfully, 
and I think jhe could do as 
President, is go over the heads 
of the Congress and reach the 
people themselves....” says 
Crane. 

Crane has no quarrel with 
President Ford’s national 
campaign director, Howard 
Callaway, for his criticism of 
the practicality of Reagan's $90 
billion program. 

“Callaway has a legitimate 
right to challenge any proposal 
that Governor Reagan makes, 
just as Governor Reagan has a 
right to take issue with, say, 
President Ford’s policy vis-a- 
vis the Panama Canal or Cuba 
or Rhodesian Chrome or the 
budget or detente or what have 
you,” says Crane.

He now supports a states’ 
right amendment, which would 
bring the power to prohibit or 
permit abortion back to each 
individual state similiar to the 
period before the 1973 Supreme 
Court decision.

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SIUE opponents to tuition hike 
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say rise would cut enrollment 


Tuition increases proposed by 
the staff of the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education (IBHE) will 
make higher education unat- 
tainable for a large number of 
qualified persons in the state, 
according to Emil Jason, 
assistant vice-president for 
special programs and minority 
affairs at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville and 
chairman of the University’s 
task force assigned to fight the 
proposals. 

Speaking at a news con- 
ference last week on the SIUE 
campus, Jason said the 
proposed increases are ‘‘con- 
trary to the spirit and intent of 
the Higher Education Student 
Assistance Law.” Jason 
presented statistical evidence 
to prove that enrollments 
decline at institutions of higher 
learning when tuition is in- 
creased. 

The SIU Board of Trustees is 
on record as favoring low 
tuition and equal access to 
higher education, and the SIUE 
task force was asked by the 
board to represent the SIU 
System at public hearings 
scheduled around the state this 
month on the tentative draft of 
Master Plan Phase IV. 

‘The plan proposes increasing 
undergraduate tuition to a level 
equaling one-third of in- 
structional costs, and graduate 
school tuition would be one- 
third higher than un- 
dergraduate tuition. 

The plan also provides that 
undergraduate tuition waivers 
not exceed two per cent of the 
school’s “annual fall full-time 
equivalent undergraduate 
enrollment."” 

Jason said the IBHE staff 
recommendations would have 
the greatest impact on working- 
class and middle-income 
families, in the $10,000 to $20,000 
range. 

“The approach recommended 
by the IBHE staff is one of in- 
creasing tuition to meet certain 
rising costs, then attempting to 
ease the financial burden ‘with 
increased aid to low-income 
students,” Jason said. 

“The result will create a 
situation whereby the middle- 
income families will be faced 
with the most severe financial 
Kardship because students from 
these families are eligible for 
little, if any, student financial 


aid. 

“Students who do not qualify 
for some form of financial aid 
may transfer out of the public 
university system, drop out of 
education entirely, or reduce 
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TUITION INCREASE OPPOSED. Emil Jason, assistant vice-president for special 
programs and minority affairs at Southern Illinois University at Edwardsville, is 
chairman of the SIU system’s task force assigned to fight tuition increases proposed by: 
the Illinois Board of Higher Education. A statewide campaign was launched with a news, 
conference on the SIUE campus last week. 


their courses in order to work 
more," Jason stated. 

“In the long run, society as a 
whole loses if financial barriers, 
such as the proposed tuition 
increase, narrow access to 
higher education to only those 
who can easily afford it, or 
those who can quality for 
student aid,” the task force 
chairman added. 

Jason charged that the 
proposed tuition increase and 
tuition waiver limitation could 
cause hardships on universities 
with a significant percentage of 
low-income and_ minority 
students. “‘In effect, this 
proposed action would penalize 
those institutions. that are 
currently maintaining special 
programs designed to increase 
access of blacks and other 
minorities at major four-year 

* Jason said. 

Jason suggested that ‘‘a 
flexible and liberal tuition 
waiver policy administered by 
the institutions rather than the 
Illinois State Scholarship 
Commission would increase 
access to four-year univer$ities 
by minority and low-income 
students.”* 

Citing a student survey by the 
Illinois Econdmic Financial 
Commission, Jason. said the 
evidence shows that 
enrollments would decline if 
tuition is increased. According 
to the survey, Six per cent would 
drop out of school. Eleven per 
cent would likely drop out, 
would consider trying to earn 
enough money to return to 
school. 

Jason cited another survey, 
by the American Association of 


| State Colleges and Universities, 


which shows the number of 


students enrolled in college 
from families earning $10,000 to 
$14,999 declined nearly 20 per 
cent iif the four-year period, 
1969 to 1973. College enrollment 
in the $15,000 and over income 
group declined by only 8.2 per 
cent in the same period. 

Four specific examples of the 
effect of tuition changes on 
enrollment were given by the 
SIUE task force chairman. He 
said Northern Mlinois 
University reduced its credit 
hour tuition for continuing and 
extension courses from $30 to 
$18. Following the tuition 
reduction, part-time enrollment 
jumped 50 per cent. 

SIUE increased tuition for 
out-of-state students from $206 
to $398 in academic year 1970-71. 
Out-of-state enrollment 
declined about 16 per cent, 
Jason said. In another example, 
he said State Community 
College doubled tuition in 
acadernic year 1972-73, and 
enrollment decreased 15 per 
cent the following year. 

Jason emphasized, however, 
that community colleges 
generally haye low tuition 
compared with four-year in- 
stitutions, and ‘‘community 
college enrollment increased 
almost 500 per cent during. the 
period 1965-1975, indicating a 
high correlation between 
enrollment and low tuition.” 

Jason pointed to two national 
organizations which favor low 
or free tuition. “The AFL-CIO 
Executive Council holds that an 
educated citizenry is a national 
asset, and the costs of education 
should be paid by society,” he 
said. “And the board of 
directors of the National 
Association for the Advan- 
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cement of Colored, People 

adopted a resolution in Sep: 
tember 1975 which supports the 

concept of no or low tuition in 

order to assure equal access to” 
higher education.’ 

Citing the ‘dedication and 
loyalty of Illinois citizens to the 
educational cause,” the task 
force chairman said he believes 
“this investment in the 
educational process has 
resulted in a great many 
benefits to the State of Illinois in 
terms of growth and develop- 
ment. The benefits of higher 
education have touched every 
industry, évery business, every 
government agency, and every 
community in the state.””

Delete most of proposed 
SIUE building projects 


The Illinois Board of Higher 
Education (BHE) has adopted 
budget recommendations for 
Illinois universities and colleges 
for fiscal year 1977, July 1976 to 
June 1977, including $32,519,200 
for operations and grants and 
$1,520,000. for capital im- 
provements for Southern 
Illinois University at Edward- 
sville. 

The proposals, approved last 
week at the January BHE 
meeting in Chicago, will be sent 
to the Illinois General Assembly 
and governor for consideration 
at sessions scheduled later this 
month. 

The recommendation for 
SIUE operational funds is 88.7 
per cent of the amount 
requested by the university, 
while the capital budget 
recommendation is only 7% per 
cent of the university’s request. 

Major features of the BHE 
recommendations include 
tuition increases of $60 for 
undergraduate students and $90 
for graduate students, with the 
additional tuition revenues to 
fund two per cent of recom- 
mended salary and price in- 
creases. 

The BHE proposed budget 
includes average salary hikes of 
seven per cent, with an ad- 
ditional two per cent for low- 
salaried employees. 

Capital projects approved by 
the BHE for the local university 
include: completion of 
classroom buildings II and IIT 
($250,000); installation of fume 
hood ventilation system in 
Science Building ($150,000); 
renovation of Broadview-Hotel 
Building at East St. Louis 
($315,000) 

Remodeling academic core 
buildings for handicapped 
($153,000); masonry repairs to 
core buildings ($100,000); 
renovation of various buildings 
at the School of Dental 
Medicine, Alton campus, 
($452,000); and resurfacing of 
drives and roads ($100,000) 

BHE also recommended 
$1,500,000 of the university's 
requested $2,123,000 _ for 
educational television facilities. 
The recommendation. is for 
appropriation of capital 
development bond funds for this 
purpose, 

House Bill 233, currently 
awaiting final General 
Assembly action, appropriates 
$1,500,000 for this project. If the 
bill becomes law, a new ap 
propriation will not be required. 

The BHE did not recom- 
mend the university's request 
for funds for three major new 
buildings to house physical 
edueation, fine arts and 
nursing and life sciences. 


‘The BHE also turned down 
a student theater building, 
remodeling the Com- 
munications Building theater 
and auditorium, remodeling 
and rehabilitating Wagner 
buildings, a high service 
pump for water supply, and 
funds for a master plan for 
the Alton campus. 

In addition to funds for salary 
and price increases, the BHE 
recommendation for SIUE 
includes increases for operation 
and maintenance of new 
buildings ($495,400); —_in- 
stitutional support ($680,200) ; 
and other needs ($26,700). 


In each category, the 
recommended funds are not 
more than 55 per cent of the 
amount requested by the 
university. 

Increases for institutional 
programs include $70,000 for the 
Environmental Resources 
Training Center, $24,000 for the 
bachelor of fine arts in art and 
design, $35,000 for the sup- 
plemental instructional 
program, $40,000 for the master 
of science in environmental 
studies, $20,000 for the master of 
science in urban studies, $45,000 


for nursing and $165,000 for the 
School of Dental Medicine. 

The BHE approved $70.8 
million, or 89.5 per cent of the 
requested amount, in operating 
funds for SIU at Carbondale. 
The +BHE recommendation in 
capital funds for SIUC is $13.4 
million, or 32.6 per cent of the 
amount requested by the 
university. 

For the entire state, the BHE 
recommended $860.6 million in 
state-appropriated funds for 
operations and grants in fiscal 
year 1977, an increase of 11.7 
per cent. 

Requests totaled $926.9 
million, a 20.4 per cent increase 
over fiscal 1976. 

The BHE recommended a 
capital budget of $97.9 million 
for all the state’s universities 
and colleges. Requests totaled 
$247.8 million. 

The statewide budget projects 
an increase of $85.6 million in 
state general revenue fund 
support, an increase of 12.7 per 
cent from fiscal 1976; an in- 
crease of $12.1 million or 14.9 
per cent in the universities 
income fund; and a decrease of 
$7.2 lion from fiscal 1976 in 
other ppropriated funds. 


$3.5 billion in Social 
Security benefits paid 
Ilinoisans during 1975 


A record $3.5 Billion was paid 
out in Social Security cash 
benefits to residents of Illinois 
in calendar year 1975, according 
to William Kerr, district 
manager. 

An8 per cent benefit increase 
effective June 1975, an in- 
creased number of people on the 
Social Security rolls, and 
benefits payable based on high- 
average earnings, all con- 
tributed to the increased 
payments 

Of the Social Security benefits 
paid to beneficiaries in Illinois 
during 1975, $2.3 Billion went to 
retired workers and their 
dependents and $850,000 to the 
survivors of workers who have 
died, Another $350,000 was paid 
to severely disabled workers 
and their dependents. 

Nationally, Social Security 
cash benefit’ payments in 1975 
totaled $67 billion. This was 
about $8.4 billion higher than in 
the previous year. 

At the end of December 1975, 
about 32 million men, women, 


and children were receiving 
monthly Social Security 
benefits, The number of persons 
én the benefit rolls increased by 
over a million during the course 
of the year, Kerr said. 

Retired workers and their 
dependents account for about 64 
per aent of all those receiving 
payments. The survivors of 
workers who have died, in- 
cluding children and their 
widowed mothers, aged or 
disabled widows and widowers, 
and aged dependent parents, 
make up 23 per cent of all those 
receiving Social Security 
payments. Another 13 per cent 
are disabled workers and their 
dependents. 

Social Security is not only a 
program for the elderly, Kerr 
said. Almost 24 per cent of all 
beneficiaries are under age 60, 
and 15 per cent are under age 
22.

More than 200,000 persons in 
Illinois received mental health 
services during 1975 in state- 
operated centers or at state- 
supported facilities in com- 
munities, according to LeRoy 
P. Levitt, M.D., director, 
Iinois Department of Mental 
Health and Developmental 
Disabilities. 

He reported that last year, 
$80.2. million was allocated for 
grants-in-aid and for purchase 
of care for more than 400 
community agencies which 
operate one thousand programs 
for mentally ill and develop- 
mentally disabled citizens. 

Dr. Levitt said, “More people 
today than ever before in the 
history of Illinois have aecess to 
mental health services. 

“We are spending millions of 
dollars to provide effective 
community treatment in a 
double-barreled effort to help 
people stay out of institutions 
and to get people in our 
hospitals out as soon as they are 
ready. 

“For those who need short 
term-care in an institution or 
who are chronically ill, we are 
improving state mental health 
and developmental centers at 
an unprecedented rate.” 


Tax deadline 
for farmers 


Farmers and fishetmen who 
have not filed their 1975 
declaration of estimated federal 
income tax must file and pay 
that tax by Thursday, Jan. 15. 
‘The sole exception to this rule is 
if they file their income tax 
return and pay the total tax due 
by March 1. 

Farmers and fishermen are 
defined as those persons who 
earned at least two-thirds of 
their 1975 gross income from 
farming or fishing. 

IRS Publications 225, 
“Farmer's Tax Guide,’ and 
505, ‘Tax Withholding and 
Declaration of Estimated Tax,”

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Alcoholism treatment, living 
centers for disabled planned. 


In the past year, $12 million 
worth of improvements were 
started, mainly at.the older of 
the state's 28 facilities. The 
improvements are to make 
living there more comfortable, 
safer and more enjoyable, he 
said. 

At Dixon Developmental 
Center, 21 patient buildings are 
under renovation at a cost of $2 
million. Elgin Mental Health 
Center has a $650,000 project, 
Lincoln Developmental Center 
$750,000 worth of work and the 
Jacksonville Mental Health and 
Developmental Center a 
$750,000 project. 

In-patient population in 1975 
declined to less than 13,000 
compared to more than 14,000 
in 1974, It is divided almost 
evenly between mentally ill 
patients and developmentally 
disabled residents. 

The director said planning 
was begun last year to build six 
specialized living centers for 
developmentally disabled 
persons. The $15 million project 
will provide residential living 
for up to 100 persons at each 
center. 

The centers will be con- 
structed by the Capital 
Development Board and then 
turned over for operation by 
community groups in 
Springfield, Addison, Rockford, 
Swansea, Moline and Chicago's 
south side. 

In 1975, fifteen of the state’s 
centers were accredited or 
reaccredited by the Joint 
Commission on Accreditation of 
Hospitals making a total of 17. 

Dr. Levitt said a significant 
achievement was the one-to-one 
patient-staff ratio in each 
hospital reached last year for 
the first time in departmental 
history. 

Last year, the department 
opened three new centers and a 
fourth, ~a modern, 360-bed 
maximum security hospital at 
Chester, was completed and 
will bé occupied in early 1976. 

The others are: 

Henry Horner Children and 
Adolescents Center, Chicago, 
built at a cost of $10 million to 
care for 130 mentally ill and 40 
developmentally disabled 
youngsters. 


Waukegan Developmental 
Center, costing $10 million for 
separate homes in a campus 
setting to help 384 severely and 
profoundly retarded persons six 
years and older.

UTO LOAN 
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Airport issue directly affects region’s economic health 


A public hearing will be held tomorrow 
on whether a new regional airport should be 
built at Columbia-Waterloo, IIL, in view of 
the limited future of hemmed-in Lambert 
Airport, St. Louis. The following summary 
by the St. Louis Metropolitan Area Airport 
Authority appears to accurately discuss the 
airport issue’s regional economic impact 
and factors relating to access to the 
Proposed site: 

Adequate airport facilities are vital to the 
economic health of any region. The com- 
mercial air carriers transport 75 to 80 per 
cent of all intercity’ common carrier 
passengers in the United States, and about 
90 per cent of overseas passengers. 

Directly, the Columbia- Waterloo airport 
would employ 13,500 people. It would 
indirectly induce employment in the region 
for about 33,000 people. This is far more 
than will ever be possible at Lambert 
Airport due to the restrictions ‘of the 
Lambert site and its constrained capacity. 

Business and industry with national and 
international interests require an airport 
which has direct air service to points 
throughout the nation, and connections for 
international service, if needed. 

An adequate airport would provide the 
capacity for the carriers to schedule 
numerous flights at convenient times of the 
day. The consequence of an inadequate 
airport is the relative out-migration of 
economic activity to regions which offer 
greater accessability. 

Not only must an airport provide 
adequate and convenient transportation for 
passengers, but also it must provide the 
facilities and incentives for air cargo 
operations. Rapid transportation of critical 
and-or high value cargo by air is an essential 
service for a region. 

A facility which limits cargo potential 
affects business decisions on expansion and 
location of plants and installations. The St. 
Louis region should encourage such 
developments and jobs to remain here, to 
expand here and to locate here, rather than 
encourage their placement elsewhere. 

An adequate facility such as the new 
airport would attract new air service that 
would funnel travelers through St. Louis. 

These connecting passengers not only 
bring revenue and create jobs for the region 
but, by increasing the number of 
passengers, allow the air carriers to provide 


additional schedules that would not be 
economically possible with St. Louis 
passengers alone. 

The new airport would require improved 
highways to handle the increased vehicular 
demand. However, nearly all of the required 
highways have been previously approved 
and have been included in the region's high- 
way network since before airport site 
selection. 

The major Interstate highway network 
serving the airport will be 1-270 (formerly I- 
255) and plans are proceeding to build a 
new bridge at Jefferson Barracks that will 
connect the highway to run from I-70 near 
Collinsville to the completed section in 
South St. Louis County. 

Due to the needs of continuity and 
spacing, the I-270 (I-255) network in South 
St. Louis County and in St. Clair County will 
have excess capacity. This capacity will be 
available for airport-generated use. In some 
areas, additional lanes will be necessary and 
can be economically added to the existing- 
planned expressway. 

The state highway engineers have 
recommended construction of an additional 
Mississippi River bridge and new ex- 
pressway. These are estimated to cost about 
$95 million. : 

Highway 410, running from East St. 
Louis to Carbondale, will fun just west of 
the airport site and can be adapted to 
provide access from downtown St. Louis and 
north. This highway is currently in the final 
corridor study process and final alignment 
selection is to be made soon. 

‘The need for improved highways will have 
@ beneficial effect on the region, especially 
stimulating badly needed north-south 
expressways. Financing for these highways 
is from state and federal niotor fuel taxes 
and, therefore, should not be a burden on 
local governments. 

The improved highway network will 
lessen traffic congestion and make the 
region more attractive for business and 
industry. 

Preliminary commitments by the 
governor and county governments have been 
made to finance a rapid transit system that 
would connect to the airport rapid transit 
and Missouri-side transit systems, when 
they are operable. This can further reduce 
congestion, enhance mobility and reduce 
travel costs, 


Stable growth preferable to mere illusion of progress 


Press-Record Washington Bureau— 
Economists always find it easier to agree on 
where we've been than on where we're 
going. 

That the recession of 1974-75 was the 
worst in 35 years is documented. That. a 
turnaround began in the middle of 1975 is 
clearly evident. As for what 1976 holds in 
store, the economists begin to diverge. 

The index of leading economic indicators 
released recently bears out the hope that 
recovery will stay on track in the first half of 
1976. 

But even economists who are optimistic 
about continued economic growth in’ the 
coming year are warning that it will be 
spotty and not without its  disap- 
pointments—in other words, anything but 
spectacular. 

This is surely discouraging for those who 
remain among the nation’s unemployed or 
are otherwise still feeling the pinch of 
recession, but there is a silver lining in the 
cloud. 

The economic growth anticipated in 1976 
will be healthy, real growth—not the 
illusionary growth created by inflation and 
overextended credit. 

Anyone who woke up,this New Year's Day 
with a hangover can understand what 
happened to the U. S. economy. when its 
head began throbbing with inflation and 
recession a couple of years ago. New Year's 
Eve merriment had too much artificial 
stimulus. Comes the dawn, and the piper 
must be paid. 

It is the cold light of a morning-after that 
now illuminates our economic scene. 

Congress has conceded under President 
Ford's pressure that it should not cut taxes . 


without a corresponding cut in federal 
spending. 

‘To buy more economic stimulation at the 
cost of more inflationary budget deficits 
would be resorting to ‘'the hair of the dog 
that bit us.” 

Our experience with inflation has shown 
that the treadmill of rising wages and prices 
can eventually exhaust the runner. 

We have learned to look beyond the 
heady figures of the 1976 estimate,of a $1.6 
trillion gross national product—expressed 
in “current dollars’’—to the $834 billion in 
“constant dollars’ which more accurately 
reflects the real value of goods and services 
we produce. 

The near-default of New York City has 
sent shivers through all levels of govern- 
ment, driving home the old truism about 
borrowing from Peter to pay Paul. 


The country is' trimming the sails of 
expansion to cope with the new costs of 
energy, even if Congress is trying to post- 
pone the inevitable with price controls on oil 
and gas. 

The new year will be a test for the 
American people, above all for their 
politicians who face general elections 
against the backdrap of a recovery that may 
seem sluggish. 

Why can’t the government do something? 
Because there are no more tricks in the bag. 
‘The quick-fix is not'going to work. Recovery 
must proceed at a walk, not a run. 

There is one resolution our country needs 
to make. It is to lay off ‘the stuff that got us 
into trouble, and work our way back to 
stable economic growth based on real values 
and realistic objectives for the future.

The architect for the new St. 
Louis area airport will not draw 
a line on paper until the 
Authority and the airlines and 
the other users know what we 
want and what we can afford. 

We believe that St. Louis 
(Columbia-Waterloo site) offers 
a unique opportunity for the 
architect to provide a new 
approach which is absolutely 
essential in aviation today. We 
simply cannot afford to build or 
operate or finance Taj Mahals. 

This is not meant to be 
discouraging to the architect. 
On the contrary, many ar- 
chitects with whom we have 
talked accept it as an exciting 
challenge. 

One of these challenges will 
undoubtedly be the im- 
plementation of the eoncept of 
the all-components-systems 
building. This concept can, in 
the hands of top designers, 
produce prize-winning struc- 
tures. 

The all-components-systems 
building concept uses off-the- 
shelf hardware and can be 
easily expanded in the future. 
Obviously, such expansion 
capability is essential to any 
airport. 

Many of the systems have 
been on the market for years. 
They are no longer ex- 
perimental, and are likely to be 
available in the future. These 
are essential requirements for 
building the new airport. 

Landscaping in the past has 
had a too-limited use on -air- 
ports. We will bring a landscape 
architect into the planning team 
early in the process to enhance 
not only the aesthetic viewpoint 
but also to assist in controlling 


airport-induced noise. 

Landscaping offers a good 
opportunity to minimize airfield 
noise. Proper planning for 
foliage and berms can be ef- 
fective in controlling noise in 
the terminal area. 

Airport terminal areas often 
are congested and unattractive 
with a sea of automobiles and a 
proliferation of signs, ramps, 
equipment and other essential 
but unattractive items. A real 
opportunity exists to improve 
the terminal area through 
planned and imaginative land- 
scaping. 

In the past, cities have at- 
tempted to express civic pride 
with expensive, monumental 
buildings with only a few trees 
and shrubs used to enhance 
them. We are proposing to 
reverse the thinking. 

Large, simple and inex- 
pensive component-systems 
buildings will serve as back- 
drops to a park-like, landscaped 
terminal area — a far less 
expensive and, we feel, a far 
more attractive approach. 

A talented landscape designer 
can use berms, staggered tree 
belts and tree placement 
techniques to develop a park- 
like environment. However, in 
order to hold down the mai 
tenance costs, it is essential that 
landscaping be relatively 
maintenance-free, using native 
trees,and natural ground cover 
to a maximum extent. 

The landscape architect 
tentatively selected is Sasaki, 
Dawson, DeMay & Associates, 
Inc. of Watertown, Mass. 

These are just some of the 
disciplines to be brought 
together during the master plan 
process, which is estimated to 
take two years and cost almost 
$3 million. 

The master plan itself will 


break new ground, since the 
new St. Louis airport is the first 
new large ajr carrier airport to 
be started since the new 
planning grant program was 
enacted. 

Certainly, we have no desire 
to complicate the airport 
master planning process in a 
way which would be a burden on 
other future airports. We are 
confident that the Federal 
Aviation Administration feels 
the same. 

We will try to develop real-life 
solutions for real-life problems, 
avoiding abstract theoretical 
approaches to imagined 
problems. We will, however, 
fulfill in every way the intent 
and spirit of the law in ad- 
dressing the myriad problems 
which are present in the master 
planning process. 

The’ authority is prepared to 
begin the land acquisition 
program immediately; $15 
million has been set aside from 
general obligation _ tran- 
sportation bonds of the state of 
Illinois for the Authority’s share 
of land costs. 

This program will require two 
to three years to complete and 
will proceed concurrently with 
the airport master planning 
program. 

The Authority believes it 
absolutely essential that the 
land acquisition program be 
completed as quickly as 
possible to avoid an escalation 
of land values caused by the 
project itself. 

In the: Columbia-Waterloo 
airport site area, over 900 
parcels will be acquired and 300 
families will be relocated. 
Professional land acquisition 
firms will be employed in order 
to provide an immediate 
nucleus of experienced people 

This staff will be sup- 


plemented by all available local 
appraisers, negotiators and title 
companies. Acquisition of the 
terminal area, in the center of 
the site, may proceed prior to 
any work on the master plan. 

Purchase of the outer or 
boundary areas cannot be 
accomplished until the master 
plan has developed sufficiently 
to determine the precise> 
boundary locations. 

The Authority is determined 
that all property owners be 
accorded fair and equitable 
treatment. The acquisition 
program will comply with the 
spirit as well as the letter of the 
Relocation Assistance Act. 

In addition, the Authority has 
stated its intent to lease back to 
the present owners for as long 
as possible those areas not 
required for construction. In the 
outer noise zones of the site, this 
will be possible for many years. 

Residences in the lease-back 
areas must, however, be 
vacated when the airport 
becomes operational. The land 
acquisition program is ready to 
proceed upon approval. 

An important part of the land 
acquisition program will be the 
relocation process. The Federal 
Uniform Relocation Assistance 
Act has added a great deal of 
responsibility to airport 
operators in acquiring land for 
airport development. 

Many airports are able to 
cope with this by training one or 
two people to administer their 
program. This works well if the 
acquisition consists of only a 
few parcels. 

To acquire the large numbers 
of parcels of land and relocate 
over 300 families, it is clear that 
the Authority staff will require 
professional assistance. 
Preparatory organizational 
work has already been com- 
pleted. 


‘Airport would stress efficiency 


The Authority tentatively 
proposes to employ the Vector 
Corporation of Chicago, with 
extensive experience in federal 
relocation programs, to develop 
the. relocation plan and. ‘to 
oversee the field work. 

A full-time field services 
office will be set up near the ~ 
airport site to be readily 
available to all owners. 

I have not said what the 
terminal area may look like. 

I have not suggested we will 
have a unit terminal plan or a 
walk-to-gate plan, or any other 
plan. This has been deliberate. 

We do not have any precon- 
ceived ideas. We will not 
footprint schemes from any 
previous airports, 

Before any plan is deter- 
mined, we must have the input 
from the airlines and all other 
users of the airport who have a 
substantial investment in the St. 
Louis area. 

We Will employ the top 
professional talent_in the 
country. We will not impose on 
them preconceived solutions. 

What we’are proposing is a 
management concept of a team 
approach which will obtain 
maximum input from the users 
and the designers to build the 
best and most efficient airport 
in the country. 

In summary, the new airport 
project is a pragmatic one. 

We have the opportunity. to 
build truly the greatest airport 
yet. With the finest planning 
team ever assembled, we will 
develop the finest airport ever 
built. 

It will be one in which St. 
Louis can take pride, one the 
airlines can afford, and an 
airport which ‘will be 
aesthetically pleasing and 
convenient for the traveling 
public, 


Missourian — New site would harm Illinoisans

There are some hard facts not 
in the St. Louis Metropolitan 
Area Airport Authority’s en- 
vironmental impact statement 
(EIS). 

They proposed to inflict an un- 
wanted, unneeded airport on the 
Columbia-Waterloo area 

As momentum continues to 
build in favor of saving Lam- 
bert Airport, I would like to call 
public attention to one of the 
more serious, glaring omissions 
in the EIS. 

While the Illinois proposal 
notes certain possible problems 
and promises consultation and 
the appointment of a ‘‘coor- 
dinator,” it neglects to provide 
any sociological or economic 
information about the five 
communities adjacent to the 
proposed site — Columbia, 
Waterloo, Millstadt, Hecker and 
Smithton. Worse, it fails utterly 
to describe the impact of such 
an airport on these com- 
munities. 

‘The very people that would be 
most affected by this grandiose 
plan are ignored. 

By not producing useful 
profiles of these communities, 
the Illinois proposal is in- 
capable of honestly stating what 
the impact would be. By failing 
todo this, the airport promoters 
and their very few friends in 
Missouri neatly side-stepped 
the issue. They neatly side- 
stepped the people affected. 

Here are some of the facts 
about the communities adjacent 
to the proposed airport site and 
the people who live there, which 
should have been discussed in 
detail in the EIS: 

1. You communities have 


increased in population at a 
higher rate than the 
metropolitan St. Louis area or 
the state of Illinois. And this is 
without a new airport in your 
midst. 

Census data from 1960 to 1970 
shows Illinois experienced a 
10.2 per cent increase in 
population, the St. Louis 
metropolitan area a 10 per cent 
increase, but the five com- 
munities adjacent to the 
proposed site have had a 
combined growth rate of 25.2 
per cent. 

Assuming a new airport won't 
be built, your combined growth 
rate over the ndxt two decades 
may almost triple your rate 
from 1960 to 1970. 

‘Thus this area is going to have 
its hands full as it is. A new 
airport wouldn't help your 
communities; it would only hurt 


you. 

2. The Columbia-Waterloo 
area is perhaps the most 
homogenous part of the St. 
Louis region. It demonstrates 
ethnic stability uniquely more 
so than almost all other sec- 
tions. 

3. Your communities have 
less poverty and higher median 
incomes than the metropolitan 
area as a whole. 

For example, in Illinois, 7.7 
per cent of all families in 1970 
were below the poverty level, 
and of this number 23.1 per cent 
received some form of public 
assistance. 

The St. Louis metro area had 
9.8 per cent of all families below 
the poverty line at the same 
time, with 31.5 per cent getting 
public assistance. 

Census tracts around the 
proposed airport site recorded a 
lower average than both Illinois 
as a whole and the metropolitan 
area, with only 6.5 per cent 


classified as below the poverty 
level, and an average of only 9.9 
per cent receiving some kind of 
public assistance — less than 
the rate for the metropolitan 
area 

4. Your five principal com- 
munities have a higher per- 
centage of owner-occupied 
housing than the St. Louis 
metropolitan area. 

Of the total occupied housing 
units in the metropolitan area in 
the 1970 census, 65 per cent were 
owner-occupied and 70 per cent 
were single-unit structures. 
Over 80 per cent of the housing 
stock in this area consisted of 
single-family dwellings. 

While the median value of 
housing units in the St. Louis 
metro area was $16,300, houses 
in Monroe and St. Clair Counties 
had a value above the area’s, 
with $17,000 the average. 

What do these facts and 
statistics describe? They 
describe a population that’s 
increasing at a faster rate than 
Mlinois_ or “St. Louis — a 
population that is probably the 
most homogenous in the 
metropolitan area, with less 
poverty and higher median 
incomes than the rest of the 
area and a higher percentage of 
owner-occupied homes. 

These facts reveal this as a 
mighty stable place, one which 
a lot of people feel is a good 
place to live, a place that has 
already begun to feel the brunt 
of growth, a place already 
learning to deal with this 
growth. 

And all this without an 
enormous construction project 
in your backyards, without 
18,500 acres of fine farmland 
taken from you, paved over and 
littered with the signs of in- 
dustrial progress — more gas 
stations, fast food joints, 


motels, bars, and acre after 
acre of subdivisions and all that 
they require — new schools, 
new sewer systems, new water 
supplies, new fire services, 
bigger police departments, and 
on and on and on, 

These ‘communities, and 
those nearby, which have 
known generation _ after 
generation of a hard-working, 
stable way of life, will become 
things of the past. 

For a parallel example, look 
back to the pastoral nature of 
the Chicago O’Hare countryside 
before it became the main 
airport — and look at it today. 

The proposal that would 
totally uproot your way of life 
also neatly sidesteps a 
discussion of what specific 
effects this tidal wave would 
have on the communities the 
promoters seem to know so 
little about. 

The airport authority 
responsible for this unwanted 
super jetport would probably be 
able to control development on 
the land it owns, but it would 
have little'or‘no authority over 
development adjacent to the 
site, and in your communities 
surrounding the airport. The 
EIS says little about this. 

Burdens created by the loss of 
taxable land for this airport 
would have to be spread on the 
remaining properties located 
within each of the taxing units 
adjacent to the airport site. 

When development does 
occur, valuations should in- 
crease, but the tax rate will not 
be lessened. 

Higher assessments and tax 
rates are predictable in order to 
provide the level of service 
demands created by this 
proposed airport. Service 
demands will be higher because 
the entire nature of this coun- 


tryside will change. 

While the Illinois airport 
authority would provide several 
service functions, such as 
water, sewers and roads, 
normally provided by local 
government, other services will 
remain with the local taxing 
units — services such as land 
use control and law en- 
forcement — unless the state 
were to grant even those powers 
to the airport authority. 

During construction of this 
airport, the greatest load on 
taxing units would occur to road 
districts,’ schools and the 
counties. 

The counties would have to 
bear the responsibility of law 
enforcement, with less income 
or with higher rates on 
remaining private properties. 

Additional burdens should be 
expected for housing temporary 
residents during construction, 
as well as later permanent 
residents. 

In the short term, com- 
munities and tax districts would 
be seriously hurt through the 
loss of tax base as a result of 
land acquisition and con- 
struction. 

Alternatives are _ not 
described in the EIS, and if they 
are not found to offset these 
losses, the negative impact will 
be long-term, not short-term. 

The additional burdens 
created on taxing districts and 
related growth and develop- 
ment would have to be financed 
by higher assessed valuation 
and higher tax rates on the 
people living near the site. 

I don’t think they can afford 
for that to happen. 

I seriously. question whether 
politicians will allow that. to 
happen, but I think the people 
should make sure officials hear 
them.

Provision of adequate airport 
facilities is vital to the future of 
th St. Louis region in order to 
maintain and enhance the 
region’s economic future. 

The technical opinion of 
aviation experts and the fin- 
dings of the Federal Aviation 
Administration indicate a 
limited future for Lambert 
Field and recommend that a 
new airport be constructed at 
the Columbia-Waterloo 
location.

We therefore endorse the 
Columbia-Waterioo (Ill.) air- 
port and urge its prompt 
development to serve the St. 
Louis metropolitan area.

Ruth S. Eidson, secretary in 
the Business Affairs office at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, has been re- 
elected by civil service em- 
ployes as the SIUE represen- 
tative to the State Civil Service 
Employes Advisory Committee.
